The text of the communica- 
tion follows: 

“The enemy's machines were active 
on Sunday and five of them were 
brought down in air fighting Three 
of them fell in our lines. Two other 
hostile machines wer brought down in 


anti-aircraft gunfire. One 
of these latter was a large twin-en- 
wined machine with three occupants, 
who were made prisoner, 

“Our night flying machines bomb- 
ed several of the enemy's airdromes 
with good effect 

“At daylight Monday one of our 
squadrons bombed Mannheim on the 
Rhine with excellent results. A ton | 
of bombs were dropped and bursts 
were o»served in the large main sta- 
tion in the works and alse in the town, | 
where a fire started. A very heavy.

our machines when they were over,

WAS MOST SPECTACULAR ONE 


Buildings and Stocks vf Cockshutt Company and Mosts Lyons Estate

Over $20,000 of damage was caused 
by the fire which destroyed the ottice 
nd sterchouse of the Cockshutt Plow 
fompany, Lid.,, and the store and 
tock of the Moses Lyons estate early 
©. ristmas morning, and, in addi- 
tiem, about $5000 damage was done hy 
w. to the hardware stock of J. A. 
Werner, whose store adjoins the two 
burned buildings. ‘This loss is partly 
eqgered by insurance, the exact 
smount of which cannot be determin- 
ed until the Insurance offices open to- 
day after the holiday, 

It was the most destructive and spec- 
tacular fire of the year, and occur- 
ring as it did in wooden buildings of 
old construction, filled with inflam- 
mabie goods, the firemen had a hard 
battle to keep it within bounds, espe- 
claily as the temperature was thirty 
below zero ut the time, The entire 
force was on the job, and, working in 
relays under Chief Henderson's per- 
sonal direction, the brigade handled 
the situation magnificentiy. 

Klazed Like Tinder 

The fire started in the Cockshutt 
warehouse, $909 101A avenue (Rice 
street), apparently near the furnace, 
about 2:26 o'clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing. The building was filled with ag- 
rieultural implements and machinery, 
together with buggics, sleighs and 
Spare parts. Almost before a stream 
was on, flames were shooting through 
the roof and illuminating the whole 
cCowntown portion of the city with 
their glare. A second alarm was 
quickly followed by a third, and every 
piece of apparatus in the city was 
massed for the attack. For a time

The drummer got up to disclaim 
against the third suggestion, but after 
his first sentence he began talking, not 
to the point, but to demand the trans- 
fer of all the land without purchase 
to the masses. A vote of clostre was 
invoked to cut off his speech 

A very eloquent speech followed by 
the secretary of the garrison commit- 
tee, although it was not much to the 
point. He said the revolutionary gov- 
ernment was now organized, that there 
was no reason to fear German spies
